Tlie Mines. 



Intelligence from the mines continues to 
be of the most satislactoty character. The 
mo.st despoiuiiui,' begin to lliink tliat if tiiey 
" wait a little loiiytT," their fortunes are 
miido. The discuveries of rich ile|losils of 
"oltton Rock Creek and of rich silver ore at 
Hope, have had their efieet on thi.s cla.ss. 
lint the general character of the tnining ia- 
lelligGMce from the whole of that vast inte- 
rior situated between the coast range, on 
the west, the Rocky iVlountnins on the east, 
the United States line on the south, and the 
.54.40 parallel on the north, proves it to be 
beyond doubt rich in gold; and that the 
auriferous deposits are sufRoient !o remu- 
nerate the hardy miner. The summer's 
prospecting holds out brilliant prospects for 
the future ; and none indulge more in the 
hope of our future prosperily and .success as 
a gold iirodncing-fountry, than ihoso who 
have carefully .-ituilied the stoaily yield of 
the precious metal, and the increase of 
trade. It appears tu be a mere matter of 
lime, as to when wc shall a'.;ain daily make 
the pleasing ani;ounceinent of the arrival of 
hundreds and thousands to reap the golden 
harvest. We have no wish to precipitate a 
gold e.tcitement, or raise hope.s of the coun- 
try being extraordinarily rich in the preoiourf 
me'tSIa; and thus oreate'glowiiig expectations 
• ■only to be speedily blasted. But the accu- 
mulation of evidence latterly respecting 
argentiferous and auriferous deposits, con- 
firms our oft e-vpressed belief that so soon 
as the natural obstacles to penetrating the 
country are overcome — good roads made — 
just so soon will the yield of gold for the 
amount of the population surpass any other 
gold-producing country; the tideof white im- 
migration will set in; and botli colonies 
will make extraordinary strides towards 
prosperity. The results of explorations 
made this year will be partially visible 
when the miners return in the fall; but a 
year hence the discoveries already made 
will yield a golden harvest unexampled in 
the history of the country. - 
The crowning difficulty hitherto has been 
,, tie ■ want of roads, and the consequent e.\- 
"pensiveness of the transportatiftn of [)rovi- 
sions. Gradually— but far too slowly— are 
these . drawbacks being overome. Were 
there not the fullest eviilcnce of ample 
resources on which to found our hopes of 
ptospetity, we might excuse the tardiness of 
government in raising the ways and means 
to open up Bvennes into the iuteiior. Rnt 
no excuse can be inmlu on that ground. 
At present the rich discoveries iu Roi-k 
Creek, divvrling hundreds of mirnns thither 
from rich di/Jgings elscwlicre, call loudly for 
thesprody construction of a good road from 
Hope; aiid ilius confine within our own 
boundaries a large trade that cannot other- 
wise but be divided with Puget Sound and 
Oregon. As an instance of the productive- 
ness of that region, a parly arrived at Port- 
land last week with $14,000 in gold dust. 
It Is expected therefore that no expense 
will be spared to make ihe road to the 
Similkameen now under contract, one that 
will answer the rising impuriaK^e of the 
section to which it leads ; and thus with llu) 
collection of the dnlies on the fronti.T, pro- 
tect our merohanls and our shipping in- 
terest so that ihey may secure the lion's 
share of tra.le and travel.

Court of Assizes. 
Thursday, August IG, i860. 
The Court met at half-past ten o'clock. 

TUIAL or llIIlNIiY. 

Wm. Francis Hirney, convicted at the last 
term of the Court, lur the burglary at the 
hotiso of J. T. Pidwell, and sentenced to 
three years imprisonment, was arraigned on 
an indictment for escaping from the chain 
gang some six week's since. 

The prisoner pleaded "not guilty" and 
a jury of twelve was empaneled to try the 
case. 

Birney appeared -without counsel, and 
used his challenging power freely as the 
names of d liferent jurors were called. 

11. P. I^-^IIbw Crease, Esq., addressed the 
jnry on tha part ol the prosecution, and 
culled two or ihrse witnesses who proved 
the escape. Birney cross-oueslioned lha 
witnesses, and wished to establish the fact 
that if the guards had never given him the 
opportunity he wouKl never have tried to 
get olf. At the conclusion of the evidence 
he addressed the jury ; 

lltS ADDRESS. 

Gf.ntle.men of the Jury : — The prison- 
ers wore tempted to make their escape from 
custody; the guard would come among us, 
and soenned as if they wished to afTord us 
an opportunity to get off. When 1 was in- 
dicted for a felony, I plead guilty [hero the 
wretched man's emotions choked him, and 
he was compelled to pause; stifling his 
emolions, after a moment he continued :] I 
felt I deserved punishment; I had done 
wrong; and 1 meant to behave well at the 
piisoii and serve my time out. But I was 
placed in solitary confinemeut J -I was. cov- 
ered with vermin; my clothes wore actually 
allowed to rot olf me. I found this treatment 
was to continue, so I tried to escape. I was 
detected ; since then 1 have had my head 
shaved; been kept in chains that weigh 
twenty pounds, anti finally have enjoyed a 
bread and waldr diet. I have sulfered 
enaugli during the past three months for my 
attempt at escape. If you convict rve, gen- 
tlemen of the jury, I shall suffer still more. 
I have nothing more to say. 

A SOLI) ATTEMPT. 

The jury retired to deliberate; and while 
tht V were out, the Attorney General obser- 
ved Birncy fumbling with his hand at Ihe 
knob of the side door leading out into the 
open tipace mrrounditig the Court house. 
Sergeant Taylor was called, and found the 
door unlocked! Another moment and Mr. 
Birney migu! nave been off and hiding 
himself in the dense:bru8h a few, hundfed 
yards away. ' ' 

The jury reluraed in a few momenta with 
a verdict of "guilty," and Birney was then 
removed. 

TRIAL OF HAWKHUR8T. 

Robert Nelson Hawkhurst, sentenced to 
three years imprisotmient for slabbing a 
man named Kirnmel, at the dance house, 
about three months ago, was next arraigned 
for joining in the chain-gang "break." 

The prisoner pleaded " Not guilty," and 
the jury was empaneled. Ha set up the 
same defence as Birney : cross-examined 
the witnesses; and spoke a few w()rds to 
the jury, who returned a verdict of 
"Guilty," without leaving their seats. 

TRIAU OF o'LEAHV. 

Frederic O'Leary, an intelligent looking 
young man, about six feet high, and of slen- 
der make, was next arraigned on an indict- 
ment cliargirig him witli assisting Birney to 
escape from custody. It seems lhat O'Leary 
was arresicd on acharge of having assaulted 
a policeinau and not having the where- 
withal to pay asiuall fine, was placed to 
woik in the chain-gang along with felons. 
When the "break" took place, he left with 
the rest. 

0' Lcary said ho was contented to be tried 
by the same jury that had convicted Hawk- 
hurs:, a few moments before. 

The trial proceeded, and several wit- 
nesses were called for the prosecution 
nlioin O'Leary cross-examined in a Style 
lhat would have done credit lo an astute 
criminal lawyer. 

At the conclusion, the prisoner stated 
there was no case against him ; ihe keep- 
ers were paralyzed at the lime of the 
"break," and he had done no more than 
any one else would have done under the 
circnnistances. He concludnl with a most 
eloquent and aliecting appeal to llie jury. 
Related how he had been arrested lor as- 
saulting a man, and because he had not the 
money to pay his lino was manacled and 
sent U) llu; chain-gang to work atnoog com- 
mon i LdiMis. Mis character was blasted— no 
one would employ him now— he was ruined. 

The prisoner wept Ireoly during his re- 
marks, and many in the court room were 
.similarly elfecled. 

I tit! juiy, after an absence of about two 
miiiiit.'s, iclurned a verdict of " Not 
guilty.-'' .

'I'he ('onrt icniaiked llnil the 
iilpositioMS jusliliiMl the indictliieiil, and 
allected his chiiructer. 

Cow-rniail, tho .Smigi^h Indian, covicted 
„f murdVniig Hi'! 1''"" l^"l'"f' "'''"fl W"" 
iiexl airaigned al the Inir. 

His ronnsi'l, Mr. King, moved for an arrest 
of judgment, ami argued lhat ihe ludictment 
was ih feclivo in law, having beun Irainec 
under 11 and 15 Vic, cap. 100. Ho culled 
Ins l.ordhhip's utiention to l|ie. «evere strict- 
ness uiidci which indictments were finmed 
u,ci'ioi/,* 111 that act, tlinl such act did not 
apply lo this cohiiiy, and Hint the iiidicl iiieni 
must full, as it did nut comply with the ics- 
irictioiis of lliH law previous lo the act ;^and 
quoted from llussell on Crimes, page : 
" It is oiiontlally neoesiary tu sot lortli the 



particular manner of death," which does 
not appear in the indictment; that in an in- 
dictment, if this is not complied with, it is 
to the disadvantage of the prisoner, inas- 
much as it does not give an opportunity to 
him lo prepare a sulhcienl defence. Page 
GCl Chilly's Crim. Law. That any want of 
sottinrr forth in the indictment the time, place, 
and all particulars, is a ground for arrest of 
judgment. The learned counsel, on these 
grounds, called for the quashing of the in- 
dictment and the discharge of the prisoner. 

The Attorney General, in reply, argued 
that 14 and 15 Vic, cap. 100, was here in 
full force. When it passed there was no 
Court of Judicature iu the colony, and the 
English Criminal Law, capable of general 
application, was brought by every English 
settler who arrived as his birthright. That 
even if this act were not in force, the prac- 
tice of Court had been settled in this form 
by numberless instances — the objection is 
one of form only, and not an objection in 
substance ; consequently, should have been 
taken before verdict. That by the commis- 
sion under which his Lordship held Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, the Chief Justice had 
power to I'se what forms he chose. The 
practice of indiolmenis does not apply here. 
The application must be refused at once. 

His Lordship decided that 14 and 15 Vic. 
was the practice of the Court. The objec- 
tion taken by Mr. Ring must be overruled. 

Mr. Ring then moved, in mitigation of 
punishment, that the statement of the pris- 
oner had been read to tho jury as evidence, 
and that the jury had recommended him to 
mercy. 

The Court stated that these matters would 
be taken into consideralion, and ordered 
sentence of death to ^be recorded against 
him. 

Allache, the Chimsean, convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree, for having stabbed 
and killed Thomas Brown, a negro, was 
next brought up for sentence. Through an 
interpreter, he protested his innocenod. 

His Lordship then sentenced the prisoner 
to be hung on Saturday, the_25th day of 
August, — tha place of execution to be as 
near as possible to the spot where the mur- 
der was commilted. 

The priiioner, when the sentence wa.s read 
to him, seemed almost paralyzed with fear; 
he turned very pale, his knees smote to- 
gether, and as he was led out of court by 
the oliicers, cast a look of misery and sup- 
plication around the court room. 

George Snelling, convicted of the man- 
slaughter of Jas. McCabe, was then ar- 
raigned at the bar of the court for sentence. 
When asked what he had to say why sen- 
tence should.not be passed . upon bim, he 
said : 

I am .'(orry for the occurrence— sorry for 
the man 1 ki lied— sorry for mysi.df. I put 
my trust in God, and hoiio he will help me 
through the punishment you may put upon 
mo. 

]lis Honor then proceeded to address the 
prisoner : deprecated the carrying of deadly 
weapons so common in our midst ; spoke 
of the enormity of the crime ho had com- 
mitted ; it WHS one which called for the 
severest penally— and ended by sentencing 
him to/our 1/carj' imprisonment with hard 
labor. 

I'alow, a Kanaka, charged with an as- 
sault with intent to kill, was discharged— no 
witnesses appearing against him. 

The court then adjourned sine die.

TuEsDAY, August 14, 1860. 

THE TAX OF ONE PER CENT. 

The House went into Committee of tho 
Whole on the bill to levy an annual tax of 
one per cent on all the real estate in the 
colony. Mr. Waddington in the chair. 

The title of the bill was adopted, and 
clause No. 3 came up for consideration. It 
rtwds as follows: , , 

Sec. 2.— The term real estate includes 
all buildings, movable or immovable, in the 
colonv, erected on the land and all mines, 
minerals, quarries and fossils, conlauiud in 
the J«a(i. 

Mr. Helmcken moved that that porlion of 
the clause levying a la.x of one per cent on 
all " mines, mineials, lussils, and quarries, 
be stricken out. He did not think coa 
mines should be ta.ved at all. We should 
foster Hid encoura!,'e the exportation of 
coala from this colonv. We should rather 
protoot than tax them. If we tax the coal 
wines, w« shall never be able to compete 
Willi our American neighbors. 

Mr. C*ry would not foref^o the principle 
upon whic^i he had always acted— equality 
in taxation. If we are to protect or fo.?ter 
the coal mines of the country, it must be 
dona in some other way. 

Mr. Coles was rather surprised to hear 
the hon. gt^ntleman say that the mines if 
taxed would not be able to compete with 
our neighbors on the other side. Now, if 
that is so, what are our farmers to do ? Are 
they to be taxed, and the nnines go free t He 
wanted to see fair play. 

Mr. Tolmie— Let the land, the engines, 
and the buildings of saw-mills and coal 
mines, bo taxed ; but let tho mineral alone. 
The mines have never yet paid. 

Mr. Gary — The land is the thing to tax ; 
if it is situated in a town, it is worth more 
than if on a farm ; if it is rich with coal, it 
is worth more than if it had nothing in it. 

Mr. Southgate had bought; eonsiderable 
coal during the last year. He could import 
ooal from Australia as cheap as ha could 
bring it from Nai>aiino here. 

Mr. Franklin — The coal mines of Nanai- 
mo, properly worked, could afford coal at S3 
3 ton, instead of S6, as at present. 

Mr. Helmcken's aineiidment to strike out 
"mines, minerals," die, waS'Joat, and the 
original seclioii adopted. 

Sec. 3. — The date of the commencement 
of the (inaneial year i^hall be from the first 
of June, I860 Adopted. 

The exemptions to the tax are: all real 
estate held iii trust for Her Majesty, all cor- 
porate pro|)t;riy ; every buryirig-arouiul, 
school-hcu.so, place of public worsliip, jail, 
CQurt-house, public road, way, square, yaid, 
house of correction and lock-up, with the 
land absolntely necessary for the enjoyment 
of the same. 

Mr. llBlrneken would like to see butying-

Mr. Gary-— But suppo.^e yon taxed lliu 
•owner. How would you cullect '. 

Mr. Holmeken— Take his c;irca.-is. 

Mr.'Cary— But^supposo you couldn t get 
hold of his Carcass ? 

Mr. Helmckeii— Oh, then I'd seize the 
" buryiii^-gf"t"iil. , 

A'ir. Cary — No you wouldn't. That .'' just 
■what you can't do— seize a burying-gruund. 

The exemptions were adopted. 

The 4th section, to exempt all agricultu- 
<ral impleineiiio from taxation, was adopted. 

Mr. McDonald moved that all buildings, 
movable or immovable in the town be ex- 
empted. Lost. 
• The 5th section, giving the Governor puwer 
18 appoint two or more assessors to levy and 
collect the tax ihroughont the colony, and 
.allowing as.sessors to act in various districts, 
was ailopieu. 

Tho Committee then rose and the House 
■atljo.urned to Thursday, ICih inst., at 3 
o'clock, p. M. 

Arrival of the Prinoe of Wales.

receiveil from all, on my landing on the 
.ibore.s of this, the earliest colonial posses- 
sions of the British Crown. 1 trl)^t yon wdl 
■not think mo regardless of your loyalty if I 
acknowledge these addresses colleen vely. 
It will afford me the greatest satisfaction to 
report to the Queen the devotion to her 
CiowM and per.'oii unmistakably evidenced 
by the reci>|)tioii of her Roii, frequently ex- 
pressed in llie addressee fiom various bodies, 
lam charged by the Quee.n to convey to 
you the assurance of the deep concern .she 
has over foil in this interesting possession 
of her dominions, and shall carry back a 
lively recollection of this day's proceodinRS, 
and your Icindnnss to myself personally ; 
but above all, of these hearty demonslra- 
tiens of patriotism, which prove your deep 
rooted atlaobment to the grateful country of 
which we all glory, to be called persone. 

The following items we . copy fronc the 
Pony Express dispatch published in the 
San Francisco Alta : 

Sr. Johns, N. R, July 2r)lh.— The ball 
last night was a brilliant affair. Over one 
thousand were present. The Prince who i.s 
a graceful dancer, danced nearly all the 
evening, and left at a quarter to Ihrco 
o'clock, amid doalening cheers, the band 
playing " (J<"1 »avo thti Queen."
